WHEN I WAS advised to take a va- 
cation for a month or two, or suf- 
fer the consequences, I immediate- 
ly began to wonder how I could do 
that without money. I realized 
that if I could just “get away from 
dentistry” for a while, the change 
would do me good. 

September 3, 1943, I applied at 
the U. S. Employment Office for a 


job as a truck driver in Alaska. 


The man, who interviewed me, told 
me that the driving and conditions 
up there were such that he feared 
I might be crippled for future 
practice through an injury or by 
accident.

with the lead road crew I had many 
patients who had temperatures 
ranging from 104°F. to 106°F.

Through a poll of public opinion we can learn the attitude of 
: our patients toward dentistry. 
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tion, particularly about a person’s 
evaluation of dental health. This 
would involve inquiring as to 
whether he had put off having 
dental service, after he realized 
that it should be done, and the 
reasons for putting it off, expense, 
dread of pain, and other factors. It 
would also involve a question as to 
whether among the reasons for 
postponing the needed dental serv- 
ice was doubt, based upon past ex- 
perience; as to his ability to find 
a “good” dentist. 

These inquiries should search 
out two separate factors, people’s 
evaluation of dental health on the 
one hand, and on the other hand 
their evaluation of the service they 
actually receive from the dental 
profession. A crucial answer on 
the first factor would be found in 
their attitude toward orthodontia. 
If parents had had much dental 
disease, and were convinced that 
the disorders could have been pre- 
vented by proper attention to their 
mouths when they were young, 
they would naturally desire pre- 
ventive dental service for their own 
children. Very well, how much 
would they desire it? Would they 
be willing to spend $500, $300, 
$200 over a reasonable period of 
time, for their children? The an- 
swer to those questions would 
clearly show the degree of ‘im- 
portance they attached to dental 
health, more clearly than answers 
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to queries about their own mouths. 
Too many patients do not fully 
know what they need in the way of 
dental service, consequently their 
expectations may have been vague 
and inadequate, no matter how 
positive their ultimate satisfaction 
(or dissatisfaction) with what 
they actually received. 


Full Denture Patients 


Nevertheless, questions to full 
denture patients would throw some 
light on both factors. How many 
edentulous patients have had more 
than two dentures made, or, one 
original and one later “rebase”? 
All of us, I suppose, have been con- 
sulted by patients whose com- 
plaint is that they have had several 
dentures made by several dentists, 
but that none was satisfactory. It 
would be interesting to know the 
percentage of edentulous people 
who have had this experience. 

It would also be helpful for this 
phase of the inquiry to know what 
percentage of edentulous patients 
were satisfied with the last that 
were made for them. From the dis- 
satisfied people an idea might be 
obtained of their relative valuation 
of satisfactory denture service by 
asking them what comfort, luxury, 
or convenience they would do with- 
out to get dentures that were satis- 
factory. Such questions could be 
framed for plain “Yes” or “No” 
or “Don’t know” answers, or more 
simply they could be put so as to 
elicit the 500-300-200-dollar type 
of answer. The same type of ques- 
tions might be addressed to per- 
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sons still in the “partial” stage of 
dental degeneration, who had had 
inlays made, restorations, crowns, 
fixed or removable bridges, but 
who had had much difficulty, who 





had spent considerable sums of} 


money and who were still in dental 
misery. Their embarrassment, pain, 


and trouble, would cause them to |

as a profession. If it is simply the 
former then our problem is more 
and more public education. How. 
ever, if the answers should show 
a high appreciation of dental 
health, but a low opinion of the 
ability of the dental profession, 
then our problem is a different 
one. It would become one of more 
and better education for dentists 
—before putting too much time 
and effort into educating the public. 
If space permitted, other ques 
tions could be suggested. To what 
extent are patients repelled, or at 
least have their confidence weak- 
ened by the physical arrangements 
of the average dental office? 
Then, there is the approach of 
the dentist. To what extent should 
dentists make clear to patients 
their needs in the way of treat: 
ment? If we had the real answers 
to all the questions which could be 
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asked, many, if not all of us, arm- 
ed with knowledge, might im- 
measurably improve our approach 
to patients, our success in “mind 


control.” 


Dentists Not Impartial 


Some readers may agree with 
all that has been said here, but 
may still ask why dentists cannot 
obtain this information them- 
selves from their own patients, 
why it is necessary to employ the 
services of a research agency. Poll- 
ing interviewers must be impar- 
tial if they are to be successful. No 
dentist can be thoroughly impar- 
tial so far as his own patients are 
concerned, or at least they could 
never be convinced that he did not 
have a personal interest in the 
questions and answers. Can we 
possibly imagine most patients 
candidly telling us the things we 
want to know most of all, truths 
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that might hurt? Apart from this, 


the men and women engaged by 


the polling agencies are expert in- 
terviewers. Few dentists could 
qualify as expert interviewers with- 
out the special training these peo- 
ple receive. 

The public opinion poll I sug- 
gest would have to be sponsored 
by the American Dental Associa- 
tion. It might cost $25,000, or 
more. Yet, the profession has al- 
ready spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on dental research, histo- 
logic and bacteriologic, as well as 
upon the physical properties of 
dental materials. Is it no less im- 
portant to find out exactly what our 
status is in the minds of the pub- 
lic? To put it more emphatically, is 
any question more important than 
the one heading this article: What 
do they think of us?

CONFERENCE | ’

DISCUSSES DENTAL CARE 
Be FOR CHILDREN 





AT A RECENT conference on dental 
care for children held in Washing- 
ton, a number of specific recom- 
mendations were made for the 
improvement of children’s dental 
health on a national scale. Accord- 
ing to Doctor Martha M. Eliot, 
Associate Chief of the Children’s 
Bureau, the conferees, who were 
outstanding men in the dental pro- 
fession and in the public health 
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field as well as representative pe- 
diatricians and physicians, recom- 
mended that efforts be made to at- 
tract to children’s practice many 
dentists who will be returning from 
the armed services. It was suggest- 
ed that special training could be 
given in some instances under the 
G. I. Bill of Rights. The conference 
urged that efforts be made to get 
information to those in the armed 
services concerning any contem- 
plated expansion for dental care 
for children throughout the Na- 
tion. 

Recommendations were made 
for professional supervision to in- 


sure quality of service and care, | 
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and an extension of training in 
children’s dentistry, in professional 
schools, clinics, hospitals, and 
health centers. The conference also 
stressed the need for study of the 
use of auxiliary personnel such as 
dental hygienists and dental assist- 
ants to assure a wider distribution 
of dental care for children. 

It was recognized that there is 
some reluctance among dentists to 
specialize in the care of children 
because of less favorable prospects 
of remuneration. Development of a 
nationwide program, such as is 
now being considered, would give 
dentists prospects of more ade- 
quate remuneration. 

Consensus of opinion of the con- 
ferees was that good dental care 
should be made available to all 
children regardless of family in- 
come. To that end the conference 
recommended that federal funds 
should be provided the Children’s 
Bureau for use as grants to states. 
Under such a program of grants- 
in-aid to state health departments, 
as part of an overall health pro- 
gram, care might be given through 
schools, hospitals, clinics, and pri- 
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vate offices. In remote areas trailer 
clinics could be used. 

The conferees further recom- 
mended that federal funds be pro- 
vided for the training of person- 
nel; for dental-health education; 
and for research in children’s den- 
tal health. These services, it was 
pointed out, would be developed as 
an extension of the present ma- 
ternal and child health programs, 
now being administered by state 
health departments under plans 
approved by the Children’s Bu- 
reau, by authority of the Social Se- 
curity Act. Doctor Eliot, in report- 
ing on the conference, made clear 
that only a few states have included 
corrective dental care programs 
in their services for “adequate 
funds for such care have never 
been available, though widespread 
need has long been recognized.” 

Throughout the conference there 
was constant emphasis on the ne- 
cessity for associating dental serv- 
ice for children with all other 
health services for them, includ- 
ing attention to nutrition, control 
of infection, and provision for 
medical and surgical care. 


DENTISTS LEAD IN CHICAGO RED CROSS DRIVE 


DENTISTS topped all groups in the business and professional division 
in Chicago; having contributed 237 per cent of their Red Cross war 
fund quota as of April 10, 1945. Martin H. Kennelly, general chairman, 
announced that the Chicago quota of $11,300,000 had been exceeded 
by $11,000. Twenty-seven groups in the business division exceeded 


their quotas with the drive continuing through April. 











ARE CHILDREN 


WORTH SAVING? 


By C. F. TUMA, D.D.S. 


IN RESPONSE to this question, The 
Cleveland Dental Society says, 
“Yes!” Every year it devotes an 
entire day to its Children’s Den- 
tal Health Meeting. This year, with 
purposes parallel to that of the 
program for the profession, a 
meeting was held for social and 
health workers, and for parents, 
because The Cleveland Dental So- 
ciety believes that preventive den- 
tistry can become a reality only 
through close and intelligent co- 
operation of the, parent and child 

with the family dentist. 
' The Cleveland Dental Society 
believes that, if the benefits of pre- 
ventive measures and early and 
regular dental attention are pre- 
sented to them sincerely, an in- 
creasing number of parents will 
be eager to cooperate in the con- 
trol of dental caries. The Society 
further believes that each local 
dental society should include in 
its year’s schedule at least one pro- 
gram devoted entirely to children’s 
dentistry and that these programs, 
to be most effective, should be 
conducted at the same time all 
over the country. 

This phase of the program was 
held in the auditorium of The 
Cleveland Health Museum, which 
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houses important health and den. 
tal exhibits. It consisted of a sim. 
plified but authoritative symposi. 
um on dental health directed to 
parents, and was arranged as fol- 
lows: 

Doctor N. C. Colebrook de. 
scribed the growth and develop. 
ment of the teeth and jaws and 
their relationship to physical and 
mental health. 

Doctor Thomas J. Hill, of the 
School of Dentistry, Western Re. 
serve University, covered today’s 
practical methods to aid in the 
formation of sound teeth and 
health. He emphasized the need of 
an adequate diet consisting of gen- 
erous helpings of fruits, vegetables, 
and dairy products, lean and 
glandular meats, and _ warned 
against an excess of sugar. 

The use of fluorine in the pre 
vention and control of decay was 
described by Doctor Francis A. 
Arnold, Jr., Dental Surgeon, 
United States Public Health Serv: 
ice. He pictured the hope of to- 
morrow for children yet to be 
born, that fluorine could be used 
to aid in the formation of caries 
resistant teeth. He promised less 
for present generations because 
the effectiveness of topical appli- 
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cations of sodium fluoride on 
teeth already formed is much less 
certain. 

Prizes were awarded to the 
winners of the Dental Health 
Poster Contest, which was con- 
ducted in cooperation with the 
art departments of the public and 
parochial schools of Cuyahoga 
County. The prize winners shown 
here were photographed by the 
newspapers and the event was re- 
ported enthusiastically. 


Public Shows Interest 
The audience, which filled the 


auditorium, and participated in 
the question-answer period, attest- 
ed its keen interest in this type of 
program. The excellent attendance 
may be attributed to ‘the con- 
venient time, Sunday afternoon, 
and to favorable publicity, which 
stemmed from several sources, as 
from hygiene teachers and dental 
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staffs of the schools who urged 
pupils and their parents to attend. 
Dignified printed invitations, re- 
quiring only a dentist’s signature, 
were furnished each member of 
our Society, to be forwarded to. 
patients selected from his practice. 
The newspapers published several 
notices of the meeting, and the 
radio stations made numerous spot 
announcements and _ generously 
donated several periods of pro- 
gram time, which were devoted to 
round-table discussions and to 
interviews with local dentists.

THE DENTAL magazines, each 
month, print articles on what the 
profession can do to aid returning 
dental officers, Among the most 








prominent suggestions, if not the 
most prominent, is the refresher 
course. 

This particular suggestion has 
been stressed so much and so of- 
ten that word of it has filtrated 
out to the laity. This has given 
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Dentists in the armed forces 


great concern to the men in mili- 
"tary service. 
Let us analyze the true worth 
of the “helping hand.” The in- 
' ference is that we, in the Service, 
will have forgotten so much of 
therapy and be so awkward in 
technique that we will jeopardize 
the dental health of our patients 
| when we will have returned to 
private practice. By the same 
‘token, this terminology implies 
‘that the longer we are in the mili- 
‘tary service, the more we forget, 
and therefore the poorer the qual- 
‘ity of dentistry rendered to the 
G. I.’s. 
Just how true is this innuendo? 
“Most of us in the Service have 
spent some time in private prac- 
tice. We are a cross section of the 
profession to be found anywhere: 
} some good, most of us run.of the 
mill, and a few who go along for 
the ride. We used the accepted 
techniques, which became second 
nature, and carried them into the 
Service. In the Army our duty was 
often confined to one field of den- 
tistry. This is still true to a great 
extent; but now that the pressure 
of emergency has passed, there is 
a tendency on the part of the den- 
tal surgeon to allow rotations, 
where requested, to break up the 
monotony of an assembly line. 

But whatever the branch one is 
in, manual dexterity is involved. 
This is important. Our hand, ergo, 
has not lost its skill. 

A refresher course implies that 


have not lost their skills. 


great advances were made since 
we have been in Service and that 
this information is denied us. It 
is true that refresher courses will 
give a dentist a little new twist, 
or a time-saving aid, evolved by 
some dentist, but never do they 
radically alter a philosophy of 
treatment. When we have need for 
a change of concept of treatment 
or added services, we are in the 
realm of postgraduate courses. 
And postgraduate courses will be 
required by any member of the 
profession who desires to avail 
himself of the added knowledge. 
In many ways, close and constant 
association with other dentists in 
the Army has been a refresher 
course. Discussion and consulta- 
tion among us, and observing a 
colleague, who specialized while 
in private practice, has added to 
our knowledge. The periodical 
meetings, at which one of the men 
gives a paper on his special field, 
serve as a source of information. 
My own experience has convinced 
me of this. 

My comments are not meant as 
a criticism of those who presented 
the idea. We appreciate that good 
intentions are behind it, but the 
choice of the term imbues the aver- 
age mind with the belief that to 
return immediately to your Army 
dentist is to court trouble. We 
know that the originators of the 
idea are altruistic, but it would be 
more realistic and of greater serv- 
ice to us to soft pedal the plan. 
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Chicago (lilinois) Sun: Lieutenant 
“Bullet Bill” Osmanski, Navy dental 
officer with a Marine Corps unit, who 
made football history with Holy Cross 
and the Chicago Bears, recently saved 
the life of a Navy medical officer. His 
companion was trapped in quicksand 
in one of the islands of the Pacific.

The two men 
started to wade across a river, but on 
nearing the opposite shore, the Navy 
medical officer began to sink in the 
sand. Osmanski, at the edge of the 
quicksand, managed to get free. He 
finally got a log and a rope to the 
physician and pulled him to shore, 
after he had sunk almost to his shoul- 
ders. 

Lieutenant Osmanski, whose home is 
in Providence, Rhode Island, coached 
the Marine football team at Camp Le- 
jeune, North Carolina, before leaving 
for the Pacific theater.

Detroit (Michigan) News: Less than 
two hours after the first assault waves 
had gone ashore on Iwo, a Navy trans- 
port, a thousand yards off the blazing 
beaches, was the scene of another grip- 
ping battle. Four gallant Navy medical 
officers and two dental officers fought 
to save the lives of seventy-four man- 
gled Marines. Enemy shells landed 
near the transport. For three hours gun 
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crews stood at their stations to fight off 
enemy planes while the silent battle 
went on inside. In the morning, tired 
Lieutenant Commander J. H. McCauley 
said he hadn’t done enough. Four Ma- 
rines were dead, but seventy were 


alive, and sixty-eight have a good 


chance to survive. Assisting the four 
medical officers were two Navy den- 
tists, Lieutenant W. J. McGill of 
Homestead, Pennsylvania, and Lieuten- 
ant William King of Laverne, Ala- 
bama. 

Marine Colonel Orin H. Wheeler of 
Washington said the night’s work was 
“he finest thing I have ever seen.”

THERE HAS BEEN much agitation 
and some progress, in recent 
months, toward separate depart- 
ments for the Dental Corps of the 
Army and Navy. Bills calling for 
autonomy for the Dental Corps 
have been introduced in the Con- 
gress of the United States and 
there has been much discussion 
of these measures. This much has 
been accomplished by the active 
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support of the national legislative 


committee of the American Dental | 


Association supplemented by sim. 
ilar alertness at the state level of 


the organization, despite strong | 


opposition from the Surgeon Gen. 
eral’s Office. 

The present war has acted as a 
proving ground for what may be 


the destiny of the independence of | 


dentistry as a profession. This is 
a statement which, of course, must 
be tempered by the ever present 
thought, that both medicine and 
dentistry should be, and are, close- 
ly related in problems of health. 

While we revere and respect the 
profession of medicine and are 
fully aware of its greater scope in 
the treatment of disease, we also 
feel that, although we accept the 
judgment of the medical profession 
in most things pertaining to health, 
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we must certainly question its 

judgment and decisions in prob- 
| lems of dentistry. We may be sub- 
| ject to criticism by medicine for 
© a lack of scientific contribution, 
but the fact should not be over- 
' looked that medicine controls the 
» sources of allotments for the fur- 
© therance of scientific study, and 
) dentistry has received only meager 
) financial assistance to carry on its 

research. We appreciate that the 
/ more dramatic fields of medicine 
| come first, and we are alive to the 
needs of scientific study and have 
arrived at the conclusion that this 
can be accomplished only by the 
autonomy of dentistry. 

It would seem that, if dentistry 
wishes to keep its independence, 
) now is the time to take concrete ac- 
‘tion and use what means are at 


» hand to inspire an autonomy for

dentistry, by submitting a plan. 
We may be assured that after cer- 
tain deletions, a form of bill, sim- 
ilar to the Wagner-Murray-Dingel] 
Bill, will be passed and laws en- 
acted for the United States Public 
Health Service to carry out broad 
plans for health care which it has 
formulated. 

The logical conclusion would be 
that if the American Dental Asso- 
ciation is able to make progress 
toward autonomy for the Dental 
Corps of the armed forces, it 
should then use its prestige and 
power to obtain legislation that 
will assure independence of action 
to dentistry and divorce the na- 
tional administration policy from 
medicine.

Graduates: 

Dental students enrolled under the 
Army Specialized Training Program, 
who began their senior year July 18, 
1944, and completed it in the spring 
of 1945, will all be commissioned by 
the Army, if found to be physically 
qualified. Hereafter, those graduates 
not under the jurisdiction of the Army 
or the Navy, and with no opportunity 
for commissions in the armed forces, 
will continue to be declared essential 
by the Procurement and Assignment 
Service because of the overall national 
shortage of dentists and their need as 
interns, in eleemosynary institutions, 
critical areas, and industry. The Army 
and Navy Register reports that the pro- 
gram of the Navy is still in effect and 
will be continued indefinitely or until 
such time as the Navy’s requirements 
may demand a change in policy. 


Postwar Education of Dental 
Officers: 

Major General Robert H. Mills, Di- 
rector, Dental Division, The Surgeon 
General’s Office, has directed some spe- 
cific questions relative to postwar edu- 
cation for dental officers under the G. I. 
Bill of Rights to the Veterans’ Admin- 
istration. Some of these questions and 
the answers given by Mr. H. V. Stirling, 
Director of the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion and Education Service, follow: 

Question I: A provision with refer- 
ence to eligibility for one year’s gradu- 
ate, postgraduate, or refresher work by 
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dental officers over or under twenty. 
five years of age, who have served nin. 
ty or more days in active military or 
naval service on or after 16 September 
1940 and prior to the termination of the 
war, is that the person must have been 
discharged or released from service up. 
der conditions other than dishonorable 
Many dental officers have accrued leay 
on the basis of thirty days a year, 
which may accrue up to, but not mor 
than, one hundred and twenty days in 
four years’ time in active service. 

Would a dental officer placed m 
terminal leave, for example, on 1 Jan. 
ary 1945, not actually relieved fron 
active duty until 3] April 1945, andr 
ceiving his salary, be eligible for tui 
tion, instruments, laboratory fees, and 
books prior to the end of his termini 
leave, in a sum not to exceed $50) 
provided this sum is paid directly by 
the Veterans’ Administration to : 
school in which he is formally enrolled 
as a student? Could he receive the si 
pend of $50 per month if he is single, 
or $75 if he is married? 

Answer: The Veterans’ Administn- 
tion is without authority to provile 
benefits of this act to any service pet 
son prior to the time of his releas 
from active duty. 

Question II: Can the school antic 
pate payment for fees and books sub 
sequent to his terminal leave, if sut 
arrangements can be made with the it 
stitution? 

Answer: The Veterans’ Administre 
tion could not assume the cost of ‘tu: 
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tion for courses pursued prior to the 
time service persons become eligible 
under the provisions of this legislation. 

Question IIT: Will the stipend of $50 
or $75 start at the end of his terminal 
leave, even though the officer elects to 
start school at the beginning of his 
terminal leave? Is it recommended that 
the officer wait until the end of his 
terminal leave before initiating a post- 


graduate course? 
Answer: Payment of subsistence al- 


lowance may be made to the service 
person beginning the date following 
his separation from active service if 
application is filed on that date and if 
the service person was receiving a 
course of education or training at an 
approved institution on that date re- 
gardiess of prior attendance in the 
course, 

Question IV: The number of dental 
schools which can and will afford grad- 
uate, postgraduate, and refresher cours 
es to dental officers relieved from serv- 
ice is relatively few. At least one state 
dental society has for a number of years 
given a well-organized refresher course 
(sponsored by the society) with excel- 
lent instruction. Since these courses are 
not sponsored by a recognized dental 
school can such a society receive the 
tuition from the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion? Can the students receive the sti- 
pend of $50 or $75 during the interim 
of the course? Are there any special 
provisions that would permit the state 
dental society to participate in giving 
dental courses and receive the tuition? 

Answer: There is no reason why a 
teaching institution such as that ap- 
parently contemplated should not be 
set up, and in the event of its approval 
by the appropriate state agency, that 
is, approval of its curriculum, facilities, 
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and teaching staff by the state board 
of education, or a comparable state 
agency, thereafter receive payment for 
the instruction afforded veterans under 
Title II, Public 346, 78th Congress, 
provided the charges made are not in 
excess of the maximum allowable un- 
der the law. 

It is important to observe that the 
payment up to the sum of $500 is ap- 
plicable to full-time training for a 
school year of not less than thirty 
weeks. For a period of less than thirty 
weeks, a sum proportionately less than 
$500 would be the maximum payment 
allowed. This would be subject to fur- 
ther proportionate reduction in the 
event the course is pursued on a part- 
time basis. For courses that are pur- 
sued on a part-time basis it is also pro- 
vided that reduced subsistence allow- 
ance may not be paid to a veteran who 
is gainfully employed in full-time em- 
ployment, even though he may be pur- 
suing a full-time course of education 
or training.—The Bulletin of the U. S. 
Army Medical Department.

Ten Weeks’ Course 


After condensing the course as 
much as possible, a curriculum of 
' ten weeks was set up for the train- 


| ing of these students. This was 
‘then divided 


into didactic and 
practical training. 

The staff of the school consists 
of two officers and three enlisted 
personnel who are all qualified for 
teaching. The students are given 
lectures in all the didactic courses 
and final examinations, and grades 
for all the courses are recorded. 
They are also taught all the pro- 
cedures of assisting a dental offi- 
cer. This not only includes the 
actual assistance at the chair but 
the care of equipment, proper 
methods of keeping books and 
records, how to requisition and 
expend dental supplies, and _ all 
other contingencies that might 
arise. 

They are then sent into the clin- 
ics for practical training with ex- 
perienced technicians. Here they 
actually perform the services in 
which they have received instruc- 
tion. 


Assigned to Clinics 


The practical training period is 
broken up into different sections 
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and the students are assigned to 
the clinics where the various types 
of services are given. First they 
are sent to the receiving building 
where they are taught the proper

SEEK HEALTH INSURANCE IN CALIFORNIA 


GOVERNOR EARL WARREN has been leading a state-wide drive in Cali- 
fornia for a compulsory health insurance plan. Recently he has made 
radio talks for the program of which he is sponsor. 

A bill covering the legislation necessary for his state program is now 
under discussion before the state legislature. The measure calls for 
medical care and hospitalization to be supported by a payroll tax, 
with workers and employers each contributing 114 per cent. It has 
been estimated that the plan might cover 6,000,000 persons. 

Conservative Republican leaders havé been startled by the proposal, | 
which Governor Warren says “has provoked more serious thinking § 
about our social responsibilities toward one another than any subject 
offered for general discussion in California in many years.” 

In one radio address Governor Warren asserted that it was a state, | 
rather than federal, responsibility to create a prepaid health insurance | 
program. : | 

“The voluntary approach,” he declared, “has obviously not struck 
at the heart of our problem and the only people certain of getting ade- 
quate medical care and hospitalization are those who are well-to-do 
and those who by force of circumstances are indigent and, therefore, 
dependent upon public charity.” 

The California CIO council has before the Legislature a bill some: 
what like Governor Warren’s, but providing for payment of the phy: 
sicians by a per capita method instead of by a fee system. 

The State Chamber of Commerce in a “factual survey report” has

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NAVY GIVES COURSE IN 


DENTAL PROSTHETICS 


Training for prosthetic technicians conforms to needs of 
Service dentistry.

THE TRAINING of prosthetic tech- 
nicians for the Navy differs 
somewhat from the training they 
would receive for positions in civil- 
ian laboratories. It is necessary to 
train our men as all-around tech- 
nicians because of the variety in 
the size of our laboratories, which 
is governed by the number of 
men requiring care. The student is 
given lectures on the basic prin- 
ciples underlying all laboratory 
procedures, 
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Motion picture describing dental pro- 
cedures being shown to technicians 


and assistants. 


The practical training in the lab- 
oratory is covered by projects simi- 
lar to those used in dental schools. 
Throughout the course in pros- 


-thetics we attempt to cover the fun- 


damentals accepted and practiced 
by the Naval Dental Department. 

Upon completion of this six 
months’ training in prosthetics the 
student receives from the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery a certifi- 
cate, or designator, classifying — 
him DPT, dental technologist pros- 
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thetic. He is now assigned to 
an activity and if the activity needs 
waxers, polishers, setup, wrought- 
wire work or processing, he is pre- 
pared to fulfill the assignment. It 
is understood that the student 
knows only the fundamentals of 
prosthesis and, as his duties con- 
tinue, he is allowed to increase his 
knowledge by practical experience 
in various Navy activities. When 
he becomes proficient and has serv- 
ed the time required he is examin- 
ed for his permanent dental pros- 
thetic technician rating. The edu- 
cation is continued, provided a 
man desires to learn and better 
himself, until he is capable of as- 
suming charge of either a small or 
a large dental laboratory. The stu- 
dent has an opportunity superior 
to that of an apprentice in a civil- 
ian laboratory as he has ample op- 
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portunity to learn the whole fielj 
of prosthetic dentistry; instead of 


becoming proficient in only one} 


branch. 


Prerequisites 


The prerequisite for a student 
to enter this school is that he mus 


be a graduate of a Dental Tech: § 


nologist General School, or possess 
qualifications which indicate the 
possibility of his becoming an ex. 
cellent dental prosthetic techni. 
clan. 

The course is extended over : 
six months’ period, in which stu. 
dents receive didactic and prac 
tical training in the laboratory, 
learning the different technique 
used in Navy prosthesis.

The children under 2 
years of age constitute more than one-third of the total population of 
the Nation (45,305,604 according to the census of 1940). These ar 
the people described by the White House Conference in 1940: “For 
numbers alone, if for no other reason, these voteless fellow citizens who 
hold the national future in their bodies and minds are necessarily 
first interest of the Nation.” To this time no federal government 
agency has given more than lip service to the idea of a national dentd 
program for children. The child dental health programs of the U. § 
Public Health Service and the Children’s Bureau of the Department o 
Labor are virtually nonexistent. That is partly because the administr: 
tors of both these agencies have been more concerned with the larger 
or general health problems of the Nation than with special diseases, such 
as dental caries. There has also been lack of funds and of personnel. 

Under the terms of the bill introduced in the House of Represents 
tives by Representative Phillip Traynor of Delaware, $7,000,000 woul 
be earmarked and segregated for dental health programs in the sep: 
rate states under the familiar grants-in-aid arrangement. This nation 
dental program would be supervised by the U. S. Public Health Servic 
with an appointive national dental health supervisory board of nine mem 
bers. According to the Traynor bill this council of dentists “shall advis, 
consult with, and make recommendations to the Surgeon General on tl 
matters relating to the dental health activities of the Service.” A com- 
panion bill will be introduced in the Senate. If Congress and te 
President are sincerely interested in the dental health of the public tle 
bill should pass and become a law. 

Representative Traynor, who is a dentist, should be congratulated on 
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his foresight in introducing such specific legislation. Unless dentistry is 
separately described and designated in legislation the experience is 
always the same—the medical administrator takes the giant share of the 
funds and makes mere token appropriations for dental activities. This 
we see in the Army and Navy. The experience in dental discrimination 
in the military service should make us alert to prevent the same situa- 
tion in any federalized health plan. Now is the time for us to decide, 
while legislation is in the writing, if we are going to be dominated by 
medicine as in the past or if we are to be the directors of our own future. 
In any form of public health legislation we should insist on precise pro- 
visions and applications of funds for dentistry. — 

After the money is made available for a comprehensive child health 
program the matter of personnel is still before us. All evidence suggests 
that there is to be a shortage of dentists in the yéars after the war. Even if 
the government should subsidize dental education there will be a lag of 
four to six years between the initiation of the program and the first group 
of graduates. The dentist in practice is not likely to rush into public 
health service. He never has shown a pronounced inclination either 
for dentistry for children or for public health affiliations. The graduates 
under the subsidized program presumably would be required to engage 
in some form of government service to repay the cost of their education. 
That service might be in the armed forces or in the public health field. 

Although a caries control project holds the best prospect for a national 
health program we cannot ignore the magnitude of the corrective load. 
Children who now have caries, and those who will have caries until 
a control project is effective, will need dental treatment. Under the 
present status that treatment can be given only by licensed dentists. 
It is conceivable that funds might be available but we would lack the 
dental personnel to give the services. We may be required, therefore, 
to train auxiliary personnel to perform some of the services. We must 
be certain that such personnel be adequately trained, carefully super- 
vised, and that they constitute no threat to the integrity and the quality 


of dental practice.

| We ARE WORKING harder and 
| faster than ever before, our 
nerves are on edge, and we are 
liable to fly off at the slightest 
provocation. We have to explain 
day after day, week after week, and 
' month after month why we can’t 
give an appointment today, to- 

morrow, or next week. The patient 
‘thinks we are handing him a line, 
and then comes that sarcastic re- 
mark that we must be making a lot 
of money. We patiently explain 
that many of the physicians and 
dentists are now in Service, that 
we are doing the best we can. 

Just let yourself get wrought up 
and say a few insinuating things to 
one patient and you will find your- 
self using an unpleasant tone of 
voice to the next one, who has 
done nothing to deserve it. Al- 
though he might not say anything 
at the time, he will walk out and 
snap at the next person he meets. 
That is the trouble with this sort 
of thing, it is contagious! 

Did you ever stop to think that 
the dental office is the only place 
a person can go when his teeth 
are bothering him, and that his ap- 
praisal of the dental profession 
rests with you and the atmosphere 
you create in your office? The pa- 
tient has the right to expect courte- 
ous treatment from you, as well 
as the dentist, but the dentist de- 
pends on you to see that his pa-

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tients are accorded such treatment 
at all times. 

Try to impress upon the patients 
their responsibility in the matter 
of appointments. Make it a point 
to remind the patient of his first 
appointment, especially when it 
has been made for a long time in 
advance. This is not just a service 
to the patient, but it conserves 
time. Of course, give appointment 
cards when a patient is dismissed, 
check the time of his next appoint- 
ment, and tell him before he leaves 
the office. Also, at the beginning of 
the day, or preferably the day be- 
fore, look over the appointment 
book to see if there are any whom 
you have made notation to call, 
also those that you know from past 
experience cannot be depended on 
to remember. This service is not 
only a courtesy to the patients, but 
to the dentist. whose time has been 
placed in your hands. 

You can soften the blow of giv- 
ing a patient an appointment two 
months off by first inquiring if he 
is suffering, and if he is tell him 
you will have the dentist take time 
to relieve him until he can see him 
on a regular appointment. This 
will at least give him the idea that 
you and your employer are human 
and have a kindly interest in his 
welfare. 

Don’t ration courtesy. Let’s try 
to be kind, courteous, and pleasant. 
We can do this and at the same 
time be firm and just, and we will 
all be happier.

Vincent's Infection 


Q.—Will you please give me your 
best treatment for Vincent’s infection? 
[ have a patient, a young woman, 17, 
who has the worst case of Vincent’s 
infection I have seen in more than 
twenty years.—G. E. O., Kansas. 

A.—In an acute case of Vin- 


cent’s infection we get quick re- 
lief through the use of 7 per cent 
chromic acid and hydrogen diox- 
ide. Our technique is as follows. 
We block off a section of the teeth 
with cotton rolls, place a small 
drop of the chromic acid in each 
interspace and, immediately, with 
another pair of foil carriers, drop 
hydrogen dioxide in the same in- 
terspace. This results in changing 
the chromic acid from a yellow to 
a black fluid and the release of 
nascent oxygen bringing relief in 
a few hours from the pain, dis- 
comfort, and bleeding. 

We instruct the patient to wash 
the mouth thoroughly, five min- 
utes at a time, and at least three 
times daily with hydrogen dioxide 
diluted one half with water. We 
repeat the office treatment the fol- 
lowing day and start careful scal- 
ing. This treatment is followed 
daily until the teeth are thorough- 
ly scaled and polished. Six days 


will usually find the Vincent’s in- 
fection entirely cleared up. We 
then see the patient every third or 
fourth day to see that there are no 
deposits left and no spots of in- 
flammation. Smoking is prohibited 
during the course of treatment and 
the patient’s general health must 
be built up by following a physi- 
cian’s advice.—GEORGE R. WarRn- 
ER. 


Cleft Palate 


Q.—Please describe your technique 
for taking an impression for a cleft 
palate case. I have a man, 25, who has 
a large cleft palate and is in need of 
dentures; all teeth in both arches be- 
ing extracted.—C. M. E., Illinois. 

A.—The old method of making 
an impression in a cleft palate 
case was with either one or more 
cores filling into the undercuts of 
the cleft followed by a regular im- 
pression of the palate. But since 
the elastic hydrocolloid materials 
are available one of them is cer- 
tainly indicated in these cases.— 
V. C, SMEDLEY. 


Abraded Teeth 


Q.—As a constant reader of the Ask 
Ora HycieENe department, I should 
appreciate your advice on the follow- 
img case; 
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A young woman, 25, in apparently 
perfect physical condition presented 
herself for examination. Her teeth are 
abrading so rapidly that the molars 
and bicuspids are worn down to flat 
occlusal surfaces. The anterior teeth 
are also wearing down alarmingly. If I 
could prevent further abrasion, she 
could go through life comfortably, oth- 
erwise her appearance, because of ex- 
cess bite closure, will be marred and 
the pulps of many of the teeth will be 
destroyed eventually. 

I know that using onlays on the pos- 
terior teeth and porcelain crowns on 
the anteriors is one solution, but if 
possible I should like to avoid this. 
Would construction of upper and lower 
removable appliances covering the oc- 
clusals of all the teeth, to be worn at 
night only, be of any help?—M. B. R., 
New York. 

A.—We have found that such 


cases can be taken care of quite 
well by fitting them with acrylic 
splints to restore the abraded tooth 
substance. They can be fitted to 
either one or both jaws. If just 
one is fitted to occlude against the 
natural teeth on the opposing jaw 
the tooth wear would be largely 
checked, since the acrylic will 
wear faster than tooth substance. 
It should be explained to the pa- 
tient that the acrylic occlusal sur- 
faces will have to be renewed as 
they wear out.—V. C. SMEDLEY. 


Sensitive Teeth 


Q.—I have a patient, a young wom- 
an, 34, who complains of extreme sen- 
sitiveness of her teeth. Other dentists 
have treated her for Vincent’s infection 
of which I see no evidence. 

Her teeth show a slight gum reces- 
sion on the upper first bicuspid on 
either side. She feels like pressing on 
the gums, and upon arising in the 
morning can hardly stand putting wa- 
ter in her mouth unless it is lukewarm. 
After she is up for a while this condi- 
tion is not so annoying. 
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I have scaled her teeth caref 
that has not helped. The pn 
healthy and pink and she has little tar. 
tar formation. Could it possibly be g 
dietary deficiency? 

She says her mouth has been this 
way for at least five years and she has 
been to many dentists. It seems to me 
her trouble is more general than the 
slight recession on those teeth. I will 
treat that of course. 

Anything you can tell me will be ap- 
preciated.—H. J. C., South Dakota. 

A.—I would suggest that you 


try sodium fluoride on these sen. 
sitive tooth necks. The diet or gen- 
eral health probably has little to 
do with it; but traumatic occlusion 
is often a factor.—V. C, SMEDLEY. 





Infant’s Teeth 


Q.—I have a patient two and one 
half months old born with two lowe 
central incisors. One is slightly turned 
in and the edges of these teeth make 


‘ the baby’s tongue sore. Can you give 


any suggestions for relief?—F. J. G, 
Nebraska. 
A.—I have treated successfully 


the teeth of a two-month-old in- 
fant so I do not see why you can 
not round off the sharp corners 
of the tooth or teeth with a small 
stone. The momentary discomfort 
of rounding them off would be 
much better than having a sore 
tongue.—GEorRGE R, WARNER. 





Loss of Taste 


Q.—I have a patient, a woman about 
forty-five, who, since I scaled her teeth

and treated her gums with glycerol }f 


iodide of zinc, has complained that she 
has lost her sense of taste. I have had § 


repeated experience, since 1906, with 


patients losing their taste for a few | 


hours after using glycerol iodide of 
zinc, but never for over twenty-four 
hours. 

This treatment was given nine days 
ago, and since that time she has 
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only a vague taste on the back of her 


tongue. 
and find no cause for her trouble 


and no immediate relief, and I should 
appreciate knowing what caused this 
condition and how to relieve it.—O. I. 


C., Iowa. a 
A.—While I am not familiar 


with glycerol iodide of zinc, most 
zinc salts and preparations are 
escharotic so I suspect your pa- 
tient is having an unusually pro- 
longed reaction from this prepa- 
ration. Your experience with oth- 
er patients having the same re- 
action for a short period indi- 
cates what may happen. It is prob- 
able that this patient is unusually 
sensitive or is sensitized’ to the 
iodine element. I had a patient a 
number of years ago who had a 
violent reaction upon having his 
gums painted with aconite and 
iodine. He told me that he always 
reacted seriously to the use of a 
small amount of iodine. I think 
you can safely assure your patient 
that her taste will return eventu- 
ally for I cannot believe the taste 
buds have been injured perman- 
ently—GEorcE R. WARNER. 


Extended Roots 


Q.—I have a patient, a young girl, 
17, who has been troubled with general 
headaches since she was 10 years of 
age. Several physicians and visits to 
clinics have not been of any help. She 
came to me hoping that her teeth may 
be the cause. 

Full mouth roentgenograms show no 
pathology but only a bilateral abnor- 
mality; the roots of the upper right 
and left first molars extend well into 
the maxillary sinuses. These teeth are 
sound and vital. Is there any possibil- 
ity of roots extending into sinus and 
causing headaches? 
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I should appreciate any suggestions 
or recommendations that you can give 
me—J. P. H., Connecticut. 

A.—So far as we know and be- 
lieve, the penetration of the floor 
of the maxillary sinus by the 
roots of healthy teeth should have 
no ill effects on the sinus. As a 
matter of fact, one can never tell 
from an intraoral roentgenogram 
that the roots of teeth are actu- 
ally in the sinus. They may be 
buccally or lingually to the sinus 
even though they appear to be in 
it. I am afraid, therefore, that the 
headache problem in this case will 
have to be attacked from some 
other angle. Impacted teeth can 
be in causal relation to headache, 
but I suspect you have gone into 
that aspect of the case.—GEORGE 
R. WARNER. 





High Blood Pressure 


Q.—I have a patient, aged 62. She is 
wearing an upper partial denture of 
acrylic and metal. All devitalized teeth 
have been removed, and the partial 
denture was inserted about two years 
ago. 

She recently discovered that she has 
high blood pressure. Her physician 
tells her it is the result of having the 
acrylic in her mouth. Whether or not 
she had high blood pressure before 
the partial denture was inserted is not 
known. 

Can you give me any information?— 
W. F. M., Wisconsin. 

A.—This woman’s physician 
should be requested to quote his 
authority for his statement that 
her high blood pressure is caused 
by acrylic in her mouth. This is 
an entirely novel idea so far as 
anything we have ever heard or

THIs MONTH, the CoRNER was written by a guest conductor, 
Doctor Bainess A. Goldblatt of Rochester, New York. His trib. 
ute to the late beloved Doctor C. Edmund Kells, “Fifty Years 
After Roentgen,” won the magazine’s monthly $100 award 
for the best article published in the March number. 


MepicinE, for the most part, still 
believes that a plastic-covered pal- 
ate, suitably studded with porce- 
lain teeth, is the sum total of den- 
tistry’s contribution to civiliza- 
tion’s needs. Medicine is still un- 
der the misapprehension that 
teeth should be tolerated only be- 
cause of esthetic reasons. The 
medical profession feels this way 
because, they say, teeth cannot be 
treated with pills or capsules, and 
that therefore their care rests with 
skilled mechanics. 

Dentistry is a young profession 
in terms of terrestrial time; when 
compared with the age of this 
earth, dentistry is but a second 
old. For it wasn’t until 1840 that 
dentistry was born. It is only a 
few short years ago that what 
passed for dentistry was _prac- 


ticed by wigmakers, barbers, tink 
ers, jewelers, and itinerants 

The progress of dentistry can 
be traced to the beginning of or- 
ganized dentistry. It was organi- 
zation that raised dentistry from 
a trade of tinkers, wigmakers, and 
the rest, to the level of a respected 
profession. 

Today, there are many other 
influences which have helped den- 
tistry; one of them is the dental 
publications.

tist has a chance to read the same 
thing at the same time. 

Someone may ask: hasn't this 
been so at all times? Let me an- 
swer this by the following story. 
Only forty years ago, a Rochester 
dentist heard about a New York 
City dentist who had a new tech- 
nique for crown and bridge work. 
The Rochester man wrote to New 
York and wanted to know if this 
prominent dentist would come to 
Rochester to give a course in 
crown and bridge work. The New 
Yorker said he would be happy 
to go to Rochester, and that he 
would be willing to teach ten men 
his new technique. His fee was 
$10 per man. The Rochester prac- 
titioner went to New York and 
paid $100, with the stipulation 
that the New Yorker was to give 
his course only to him, and that 
he would not go to Rochester to 
give the course to anyone else 
there. Such a low state of affairs 
can’t exist today, and one of the 
chief reasons is publications like 
ORAL HycieEne.
